Resolutions published today by two 
San Francisco labor organizations 
make certain two things with refer- 
ence to the alien land act:

This split makes it uncertain what 
will be the fate of a referendum peti- 
tion. Twenty thousand signatures ate 
needed. Secretary Yoell of the Ex- 
clusion League said today that his 
organization had 117,000 members 
and that he expected to get 100,000 
signatures without difficulty. 

If his estimates are correct, the at- 
titude of the remainder Of organised 
labor cannot influence the result; 
there will be a reférendum election 
and the Webb bill will not be effective 
until November, 1914. But the figures 
are disputed by other labor leadérs. 

In the resolution adopted last 
night by the San Francisco Labor 
Council, and introduced by Paul 
Scharrenberg, secretary-treasurer of 
the State Labor Council, this explana- 
tion for its being was given: 

“The only object to be accom- 
plished by such referendum is a post- 
ponement of the date when the law 
will go into effect, In the meantime 
permitting Astiatics to acquire title to 
land.” This was the argument ad- 
vanced by Gov. Johnson, 

“We strongly disapprove,” continue 
the resolutions, “of any referendum 
upon said anti-alien land law and 
urge upon those who desire a more 
stringent law to make use of the 
initiative, which at least will give us 
the benefit of the present law, defec- 
tive though it may be, untill the time 
when @ perfect law can be %

HISTORY .OF THE 
TRAP OF DEATH. 


The Auditorium building 
was erected by the city of 
Long Beach eight years ago 
following a bond issue of 
$30,000, which amount was 
expended in its c nstruction. 
It is located just beyond high 
water m@rk on the east side 
of the municipal plier. 

The superstructure was built 
by George Beard, a contractor, 
who moved away from Long 
Beach about four years ago. 
Charies Carboldy put in the 
piling under the building 
under contract for the Atlantic, 
Gulf and Pacific Company of 
San Francisco. 

The eupporting pillars are 
imbedded in caissons of ce- 
ment which are under water. 
The building has a capacity of 
6000 persons and was filled to 
its full capacity many times, 
the last occasion being the May 
Day celebration of the As- 
sociated Charities. Like many 
summer resort buildings, it is 
of_ flimsy frame construction. 
Much of the slender timber 
work shows the decay of age 
and exposure to the salt air.

PEE PROTESTS 
AGAINST FEES., 


ARE TOO HIGH. 


Yesterday was the last day of grace 


within which protests could be filed/ gs 


against the license rates set by the 
Harbor Commission for concerns do- 
ing business at the Los Angéles Har- 
bor. Only one protest was filed, and 
this was presented at the City Clerk's. 
office yesterday forenoon. It is from 
the Southern Pacific Company. 

The license fee set by the board for 
the Southern Pacific is $12,246 for the 
ensuing fiscal year. The company 
failed to file with the commission a 
statement of its business over the 
wharves during the past year, and the 
rate was arbitrarily set by the board 
on the basis of such figures as it had 
at hand. 

Th representatives believe 
that the rate is much in e of the 
proper proportion, compared with 
that charged other concerns doing 
business at the harbor. This protest 
will cause the City Council to provide 
for a public hearing, and at that time 
the company will have to submit fig- 
ures showing the actual business done 
over wharves at the harbor. Members 
of the Harbor Commission declare 
that they have no disposition to make 
any discrimination against the _ rail- 
road, but President Woodman stated 
yesterday that he believes the com- 
mission will be able to‘show that the 
rate is far,from excessiva and that the

cense fee charged under the rates set 
by the board. 

Under provisions of city ordinances, 
the harbor fund receivés only the fees 
from wharfage and pilotage and pay- 
ments on franchises. All other fees 
derived from the harbor go into the 
general fund of the city. 

President Woodman and Commis- 
sioner Gordon strongly oppose this 
condition. They believe that all reve- 
nues derived from the harbor should 
go into the harbor fund, to be used for 
betterments and improvements. They 
are desirous of having an ordinance 
adopted as speedily as possible, pro- 
viding for this change, beginning with 
the next fiscal year. They declare that 
several of the larger concerns doing 
business at the harbor would willing- 
ly submit to license fees in excess of 
the schedules adopted by the board, 
were they assured that the money 
thus paid would be used for further 
improvement at the harbor, and they 


claim that this is the only just meth-} 


od. The Harbor they 
state, received from the ty funds 
during the present fiscal year only 
$4500, while it turned tnto the general 
fund the sum of $9000. For the en- 
suing fiscal year no appropriation 
from the city is demanded, and the 
commissioners feel that they should 
be allowed to use their revenue for the 
betterment of the harbor that pro- 
duces such revenue.

It may, 
therefore, be assumed that the avowed ob- 
ject of the law might be fulfilled, and that 
the American people would, for a time, 
and until the sugar beet and sugar cane 
growers in the United States were put out 
of business, get their sugar for $3.36 per

sumers gained? Sugar, unlike silk or car- 
pets or steel tools, is mainly the product 
of unskilled labor. 
Take the beet sugar industry of Call- 
fornia, for instance. In 1912 there were 
112,003 acres of land in this State planted 
with sugar beets. The yleld was 1,037,- 
499 tons, or about nine tons to the acre. 


For 1,037,499 tons of 
beets the farmers were paid $6,701,582, an. 
average of $6.45 per ton‘for the beets, or 
about 1% cents per pound for the sugar 
in the beets. : 

There are eleven beet-sugar factories in

and Santa Barbara counties. From 1,037,- 
499 tons of beets 168,765 tons of sugar 
were made last year. To make this sugar 
it cost the companies for the beets, $6,761,- 
582; for labor in factories and fields,

$1,649,060; a total of $14,109,922.

The highest authority on the drama 
in the United States, Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke of Princeton University, has 
this to say on the play, after seeing 
two presentations at San Gabriel:

The finish and speed of 
the men is a great feature of the 
turn. 


Ball and West, two men of no mean 
ability as comedians, do a stunt that 
is appropriately called “In the Days 
of °61,” wherein as two old soldiers a 
series of songs and talks is given, 
quite in character, but interesting to 
the last degree, 

Mme. Teschow brings as the animal 
act her troupe of trained cats—the 
hardest known animal to train, but 
at her hands, beautifully skilled to 
do feats few animals are capable of 
performing. The act is spectacular 
and the cats are beauties.
